Guthrie, Ok., April 6.—Members of 
the senate are growing to believe this 
legislature will pass no law dispos­ 
ing of Oklahoma’s millions of acres 
of school and other public lands which 
it* was authorized in the constitution 
to do. A bill is pending in the house 
with a favorable committee report, but 
it is said the senate committee has 
been unable to agree upon any of its 
measures. 
As an indication of the legisla­ 
ture's temper on the 
school 
land 
question the house today adopted a 
report of conference committee on Mr. 
D urant’s bill authorizing an extension 
of some 2,000 leases for one 
year, 
which provided in the meantime for 
the school land board to make a sta­ 
tistical report to the next legislature 
conveying information about the pub­ 
lic lands which the present legisla­ 
ture has been unable to secure. 
Features of the report are to be 
the value of the property, presence of 
minerals, present use of land and oth­ 
er detail information about the soil 
and its adaptability. 
Senator Billups is the author of a 
joint resolution creating an Oklahoma 
school endowment commission to be 
composed of the governor, Chief Jus­ 
tice Williams of the supreme court 
and C. B. Ames of Oklahoma City with 
authority to offer prizes for the best 
solution of the State’s future policy 
in relation to its splendid school en­ 
dowment which Senator Billups reck­ 
ons as being worth $100,000,000. 
The 
resolution proposes choice 
rewards. 
As a first-class prize for the best pro­ 
posed legislation offering a solution 
of the public land question $10,000 is 
to be paid, second prize $3,000 and 
third prize $1,000. An appropriation of 
$15,000 was 
contemplated 
and 
the 
commission is authorized to spend 
$1,000 in advertisements which are to 
appear in publications in Germany, 
France, .Japan, England, Austria, New 
Z* aland as well as the United States.

Johnson’s Campaign is Opened. 
Washington, April 5.—The pressiden- 
tial boom of John A. Johnson was to­ 
day launched upon the capital and con 
gress when to every Washington cor­ 
respondent and democratic congress­ 
man was handed a special delivery let­ 
ter mailed directly from the newly es­ 
tablished headquarters of the Minne­ 
sota governor In Chicago. The letter 
was signed by Frederick B. Lynch, 
treasurer of the Minnesota democratic 
committee, and sets out concisely the 
points of availability of Gov. John­ 
son as the democratic presidential can­ 
didate. 


Wait Com mission Report. 


A feature of the resolution is that 


all legislation pertaining to sale of 
the public lands be held in abeyance 
until the commission makes its re­ 
port. Both branches of the legislature 
had a busy day. 
The scnate passed finally the bill 
by Senator Memmenger providing for 
the purchase and care of supplies for 
the legislature and Mr. Branson au­ 
thorizing registers of deeds to take 
possession of deeds made by cl rks 
of the United States courts of the In­ 
dian Territory; by Senator Franklin 
for teaching elements of agriculture, 
horticulture and animal industry in 
the public schools; by Senator Thom­ 
as, prescribing a method of condem­ 
nation of real estate for public use 
or for use by corporations; by Sena­ 
tor Stewart, enlarging the method of 
acknowledging mortgages by adding 
the Arkansas procedure. 
The house also passed finally a 
bill for teaching the elements of agri­ 
culture, etc., in the 
public 
schools. 
Departments of agriculture and in­ 
dustrial education are established in 
each of the normal schools and in 
each supreme judicial district are to 
he established

agriculture 
schools with experimental farms. Fin­ 
al passage was also obtained on the 
bill by Mr. Faulkner to protect cot­ 
ton against theft while in transit be­ 
tween the producer and factory.

REFUSE SUBSTITUTES. 


Tenements. 
People who know only th*, poverty 
to be found in villages and small cities 
have no conception of the terrible con­ 
ditions 
in crowded 
city tenements. 
For those conditions no one set of per­ 
sons is to blame. The cause is simply 
that too many people try to live on an 
acre of land. 
A deep social struggle 
results, of which the reecnt “strike'* 
of tenants in New York is an explo­ 
sion. Hundreds of tenants agreed not 
to pay their rent on January I unless 
the landlords lowered the rates. The 
legal complications and the delays of 
eviction and court processes gave the 
tenants an advantage. 
The landlords 
maintained that the increase of rents 
in recent years represents the rise of 
values, and the higher cost of living, 
of building and of maintaining apart­ 
ments to comply with the tenem ent 
house laws. 
The merits of the casa, 
or rather of thousands of casas, can­ 
not be decided in a word. Many so­ 
ciologists 
and 
philanthropists, 
al­ 
though not formally allied with the 
strikers, maintained that they were 
humanly, if not legally, right, and that 
rents have been increased out of pro­ 
portion to the added expenses. One of 
the evils that has become plain in this 
conflict i3 that of sub letting, says the 
Youth’s Companion. 
The owner lets 
the building to the agent, the agent 
lets apartm ents to individuals, who in 
turn sublet rooms. Several profits thus 
come out cf 
the poorest 
occupants. 
The reduction of this evil and of others 
will be promoted by the “strike.” The 
tenants have seized en the laws for 
weapons, and have called 
down 
tho 
board of 
health and 
other 
officials 
upon the landlords for offenses which 
have not before been complained of. 
The result is that New York has had 
its eyes opened to the entire teaement- 
house problem. The ultimate solution 
is to lead these hived people out of the 
city into the open lands; and the ef­ 
forts of several societies to coax im­ 
migrants away from the slums will be 
helped by this “anti rent” war.

Pie who 
created it

the conception of 
eternity, 
and realized the nothingness of time, 
and he rendered it in stone. 


When England in 1890 gave Ger­ 
many Heligoland in return for conces­

Gutbrie, 4:00 p. m. (Special).—Gov. 


C. M. Haskell will issue the .proclama- 
tion declaiming Ada a city of the first 
class at 5:00 p. m. At this hour the 
Ada 
delegation 
will' call 
at 
the 


governor's office and after paying the 
Oklahoma chief executive their re- 
spec-ts, the proclamation which will 
declare Ada to be a city of the first 
class will be signed in their pres- 
ence. 


The Ada boys are well organized and 


are doing earnest work on behalf of 
their borne city. The Ada representa- 
tives will be heard before the com- 
mittee on public institutions Wednes. 
day evening and it is thought fair 
consderation will result at tire hands 
of the Oklahoma legislature. 


The house of representatives, have 


been engaged all day in considering 
the bill of coal mining. It is a long 
bill, containing many duplicate meas- 
ures. 


Guthrie, Ok., April 6.—Members of 


the senate are growing to believe this 
legislature will Bass no law dispos- 
ing of Oklahoma's millions of acres 
of school and other public lands which 
it. was authorized in the constitution 
o do. A bill is pending in the house 
with a favorable committee report, but 
t is said the senate committee has 
been unable to agree upon any of its 
measures. 


As an indication of the JegisJa- 


ure's temper on the 
school 
land 


question the house today adopted a 
report of conference committee on Mr. 
Durant's 'bill authorizing an extension 
of some 2,000 leases for one 
year, 


which provided In .the meantime for 
the school land board to make a sta- 
tistical report to the next legislature 
conveying information about the pub- 
lic lands which the present legisla- 
ture has been unable to secure. 


Features of the report are to be 


the value, of the property, presence of 
minerals, present use of land and oth. 
er detail information about the soil 
and its adaptability. 


Senator Billups is the author of a 


joint resolution creating an Oklahoma 
school endowment commission to be 
composed of the governor, Chief Jus- 
tice Williams of the supreme court 
and C. B, Ames of Oklahoma City'with 
authority to offe^r prizes for the best 
solution of the State's future policy 
in relation to its splendid school en- 
dowment which Senator Billups reck- 
ons as being worth $100,000,000. The 
resolution proposes choice rewards. 
As a first-class prize for the best pro- 
posed legislation offering a solution 
of the public land question $10,000 is 
to be paid, second prize ?3,000 and 
tbird prize $1,000. An appropriation of 
$15,000 was contemplated and

commission is authorized to spend

REFUSE SUMTITUTES. 


Tenements. 


People who Tcnow only thf poverty 


to be found in villages and small cities 
have no conception of the terrible con- 
ditions in crowded city tenements. 
For those conditions no one set of per- 
sons is to blame. The cause is simply 
that too many peopls try to live on an 
acre of land. A deep social struggle 
results, of which the reecnt "strike'' 
of tenants in New York is an explo- 
sion. Hundreds of tenants agreed not 
to pay their rent on January 1 unless 
the landlords lowered the rates. The 
legal complications an'd the delays of 
eviction and court processes gave the 
tenants an advantage. The landlords 
maintained that the Increase of rents 
In recent years represents the rise of 
values, Snd the higher cost of living, 
of buiiclins and at maintaining apart- 
ments to comply with the tenement 
house laws. Tlie merits of the case, 
or rather of thousands of casas, can- 
not be decided in a word. Many so- 
ciologists 
and 
philanthropists, al- 


though not formally allied with the 
strikers, maintained that they were 
humanly, if not legally, right, and that 
rents have been increased out of pro- 
portion to the added expenses. One of 
the evils that has become plain in this 
conflict is that of sub-letting, says the 
Youth's Companion. The owner lets 
the building to the agent, the agent 
lets apartments to individuals, who in 
turn sublet rooms. Several profits thus 
come out of the poorest occupants. 
The reduction of this evil and of others 


TV IH be promoted by the "strike." The 
tenants have seized on the laws for 
weapons, and have called down 
the 


board of health and other 
officials 


upon the landlords for offenses which 
have not befoie been complained of. 
The result Is that New York has had 
its eyes opened to the entire teaement 
louse problem. The ultimate solution 
is to lead these hived people out of the 
city into the open lands, and the e£- 
torts of several societies to ccax im 
migrants away from the slums will be 
lolped by this "anti-rent" war.
